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Helmet Law From Hell 
Why a skatepark helmet and pad law in California? It 
doesn't make sense. There weren't skatepark injury 
statistics that would back one, no lawsuits on file, and the 
majority of skateboarders using parks are plenty skilled 
having learned to skate on streets, bowls and other terrain. 
Skaters have been flying through the air, down rails, over 
gaps, you name it skaters have skated it since the 70's. 
And nobody gave a hoot about the possibility of injury to 
them. If a skater needed medical attention it was usually to 
patch up ankles, arms and wrists. A skater wouldn't even 
dream of filing a lawsuit for getting injured skating. 


Nonetheless, for whatever reason IASC promoted what 
lead to SB 994, better known as the California Skatepark 
Helmet and Pad Law. This law has made skateboarders 
criminals in their own terrain they donated and advocated to 
build. Opening month at the Scotts Valley Skatepark 
brought in 85 tickets and 6 arrests. Their tickets are $360 
and who knows what it costs these days in lawyers fees 
getting arrested. 


The law has to go away. It has caused much misery for 
many skaters, their families, cities, police, and tied up court 
systems. It is unnecessary to have such a gear law for 
skateboarders who are among the lowest in the injury 
statistics. Skateboarding is the only "sport" that has a gear 
law enforceable by police. Ever see a football player get a 
ticket for no helmet? 


1 have started a petition and a bill proposal to repeal SB 994 
and to get skateboarding on the "hazardous recreational 
list" which will exempt all entities from lawsuit liability. That's 
all that is necessary as far as laws go. In 20 days over 
4,000 signatures have appeared on the petition. Skaters are 
also encouraged to write to their state senator and support the repeal.

Skateboard television show Gets F“ket by the F.C.C.

An independently produced skateboarding/music television magazine series called SCENE 
TV aired in Minnesota on a Broadcast Television network and featured interviews and action 
with such skateboarding legends as Matt Hensley, Mike Vallely, Ed Templeton and Duane 
Peters, along with Midwest rippers like Seth McCallum and Chad Benson to name just a few. 
The show also featured interviews and music with punk and hardcore bands like Agnostic Front, 
Pennywise and The Briefs. 


Unlike other mainstream television programs featuring skateboarding, SCENE TV presented a 
straight forward view of the culture of skateboarding and music without the "candy-coated" 
rhetoric often associated with so-called "Xtreme Sports" television, and were able to take such 
an approach because they didn't have to cater to their sponsors, which is the driving force 
behind the majority of television and other media who exist to sell products and propaganda! 


SCENE TV aired skateboard company commercials that weren't commonly seen on television 
such as commercials for Independent Trucks, Consolidated Skateboards and Paying In Pain 
magazine among others, which were even more interesting when juxtaposed with the 
television station's commercials for Ford Trucks, Minnesota : | ES am 
Timber-wolves or Pepsi-cola. 


Since SCENE TV aired on what is classified to be a 
"Broadcast" television station, which meant that it's signal was 
transmitted over the airwaves, it had to abide by a set of rules 


radio stations govern what can and cannot be said in the 
programming, referring to what the FCC has deemed offensive 
or obscene. 


SCENE TV ran into two so-called violations with content on two Duane Peters and Eric Johnson 
commercials, the first one being a subliminal porn reference on 

a Concussion Magazine commercial and the second a quick 

almost subliminal shot of Duane Peters flipping the bird on a censored version of the Black 
Label "Who Cares" trailer, neither of which were intentionally "sneaked in", but resulted in the 
show being cancelled. 


The F.C.C. rules that govern broadcast television and radio stations are reasons for the 


existence of cable television and satellite radio who have self imposed censorship, but are 
much more free to expression including offensive and obscene actions or language that are 
most definitely part of life as we know it! 


SCENE TV is still in production and hopes to return to the airwaves (or cable-waves) in the 
near future, but in the mean-time are working on a "Season One" DVD that will feature 
uncensored interviews which will offend some viewers! FUCK YEAH!
